The Land of Midian, 

The Loiulon "TiuioH'' iJiihlialics a 
leltoi- from an AloxiuuUia coircspoml- 
ont, relative to the alleged discovery, 
by Gaptftiu Burton weU-known in ooii- 
uectiou with EaBtei u travel, of a iiiinor 
California in tliu aucicut land of 
Jlidian. About liio onJ. of [''obniary 
last a mysterious- lookiij.Lj lele^^rani ap- 
peared in the English papers, slatin<? 
that Captain Burton had left Cairo for 
tho coast of the lied Sea on a secret 
mission for the Khedive of Kgypt. The 
Captain has returned, and tho mystery, 
for which thero waH never any real 
necessity, may now bo comploteiy 
cleared away. He did no! go to abolish 
the slave trade, nor did he go to make 
peace with King John of Abyssinia. 
Ho went on a friendly errand for the 
Khedive, as an Jinglishman out for a 
holiday, whoso merited reputation as 
au Arabic sehohir.wilh a power of close 
observation and unvrearying energy in 
investigation, had induced tho Egyp- 
tian Prince to seek his aid. On tho 
eastern coast of tho Gidf of Akaba runs 
tho ancient land of ]Midi:in, and fur 
long years ])ast tliat country has been 
supposed to teem with mineral wealtii. 
The Khedive, whoso viceregal rule ex- 
tends to Midian, had a long desire 
to put rumour to the test, and asked 
Captain Burton to make a vi^it of in- 
spection. A Ouvernnient frigate wan 
placed at his disposal; a miUtary escort 
was given him, as turbulent tribes 
make travel in Arabia no holyday task; 
and a secretary, and, what was more 
important than all the rest, an able 
mining engineer in tho service of the 
Khedive — M. George Marie — were at- 
tached to the expedition. Tho part} 

%lftt Suez on the Slst of March last, 
"and on the 2ad of April they arrived 
at Moliah, on tho east coast of tho i{od 
Sea, at tho entrance of tho Gulf of 
Akaba. Thence they took boat to 
Enyounah 15,iy, at tho entrance of the 
Wady, or Valley of Kynounah, a iittlo 
to the north of Moliah, on the eastern 
side of the Gulf . These wadiea are 
curious. The coast is divided fiom liin 
interior by a range of granite and 
prophyry mountains running about 
parallel with tho sea; but water litis 
worn its way as usual, and these gorges, 
each with its mountain torrent, occur 
at frequent intervals. Thoy are bar- 
ren, rocky places, with no possibiHty 

■> of much "culture, and yet they all bear 
signs of abundant p')i)uhilioii m times 
gone by. Large towns, built not of 
mud, as Arab towns so often in\-, but 

( of solid masonry such as tho Komaus 

■ always used, roads cut in tho rock, 
aqueducts five miles long, remains of 
massive forires;-es, artilicial lakes— all 
those signs of wealth and numbers are 
reportetl by Cajjlain Burton. Accord- 
ing to him the reason of it all is not 
far to seek. The rock is full of mineral 

■ wealth. Gold and silver thoy found, 
and the former srems to exist in 
quantity sullicient to repay the laljour 
of atiucsition. tiuartz and chloriles 
U(H-;ir with gold iii them just as they 
are found in tiio gold districts of 
Sopth America. Tho party tested 
both the rock by crushing and 
tho sands of tho streums by sifting, 
and in oaeh case with good result. 
Tin and antimony they also discovered, 
and they had evidence of the existence 
of turquoiso mines. Each rninod town 
had its mining works; dams for llin 

■ washing of sand and crushed rock were 
frequently seen, seoriie lies aijout near 
ancient furiuices; in short, tho traces 
are numerous of a busy mining popu- 
lation in a country which seema to ho 
full of mineral wealth. From Makna 
[Magna of tiio maps], tho eajntal of 
• ■the land of Midian, up l(j Akaba at the 
head of tho Gulf, Cajjtain 13u;ton re- 
ports tho countiy as auriferous, and ho 
believes the district southwards as far 
as Gobol Hassani— a mountain well- 
known to goographers— to posses.s the 
same character. Ho even goes so far 
as to say ho has brought back to life 
an ancient California. 

Tho region indii^attul is a real 'terra 
incognita to tho civilizi'il world. No 
modern traveller, says the ' TiuuiH' ' 
corroapoudent, basset foot there; even 
the map has yet to be made. It will 
bo remembered that Moses fled from 
tho face of Pharaoh and dwelt in the 
Land of Midian, gave him lor w.ie his 
daugiitor Zipporah. Tiie Khedive', of 
flourso, ia much inleresled in tlie com- 
pletu buccoss of this Expedition, and 
}» now very desifouB to give practical 
»{leai to it. bas asked the foceiga 



Oflicoto allow Captain Burton to re- 
turn next winter and assist him in the 
development of his new. gold lields, 
and no man could be better chosen 
for the task. At tho same time the 
Egyptian ruler is fully convinced that 
all schemes ot development in his do- 
minions must now bo subjected to 
commercial tests- Tho success of the 
now mines will therefore depend ou 
tho European capitalists, and whether 
thoy find that the reports — which will 
be made in detail— of tho results of tho 
expedition oiler a new Held for tho in- 
vostiuont of capital. Tho Khodivo 
himself will be sutislied with the pay- 
ment of a royalty. Tho geology of the 
district, showing the outcropping of 
tho primary rock formations, gives us 
to understand that gold may bo found 
thero agieeably to tho teaching of 
sciei!i;e; but whether in "[)ayiiig quan- 
tities' or not is something that only tho 
severe tests and improved alliances of 
our time can determine.

No 
one talks of abandoning the drydock; but 
nearly every one will agree with \ib when 
we say that all other means must be ex- 
haasted before a resort should be had to 
the. direct taxation of real and personal 
property with the object of pufh 
ing on a work beyond the Onan- 
cial ability of tho rroviuca to 
complete without consenting to sacii- 
flices which may land it in tho Court of 
Bankruptcy. At present thero is a tux on 
personal property of onu-tifth of one per 
cent., and on real property of one third 
of one per cent. In muuicipulitios an 
additional tax is imposed for local ini 
provementa. Victoria City, for instance, 
pays in Provincial and Municipal taxation 
on real property one anil ono-third 
per centum per annum. Tho lowest 
estimate of tho cost of the duck in 81,000,- 
000, of which amount tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment have ogroed to pi\y S2.\)0,0UI).1l;iiv- 
ing the Province to provide 8750,000. It 
will require no long array of ligiu Gs lo 
convince the taxpayer that to meet inter- 
est and sinking fund of that largo sum 
taxation will have to bo doubled. We 
•ay that the country could not held up 
under the additional burthen. Tlio strain 
is already as hejvy as it ought to bo asUed 
to bear, and however desirable it might 
be to own and '•run" a drydock, i'rank- 
lin'n axiom conlinucUy occurs to us that 
there is such a thing as paying too dear 
for one's whistle. Apart entirely from 
tho burthen thi»t would bo cast upon the 
Provinco by oxcesaivo taxation, tho moio 
fact that it is expected to build a dock af- 
ter Imperial plans capable of taiang on 
the largest ironclad afloat in return for a 
ion us scarcely sufficient to pay inter- 
est on the money expended in its con- 
struction, invoBts tho proposition with an 
aspect of unfairuess that oiio would 
scarcely look fur from tho IJi itiali (iuv- 
ernnaent. If tho Imperial Govornmoiit 
•wore to haud over $'lbO,i)00 and leave it lo 
the Province to build the best dock eho 
could for, say, §500,000, we have no 
doubt a dock Buflicient to meet the re- 
quirements of the commercial murine 
might bo obtained. But the proposed 
bonus in its present sh.ipe is so liiimpeiod 
with restrictions and stipulations — ao 
loaded down with calls for heavy expen- 
diture — that the money may cost more to 
get than it will be worth to tlio Province. 
Looking again at tho correspondence on 
the subject wo are more than ever con- 
vincaU t'iat tho sum of t250,000 prouiisid 
by the Canadian Governmoiit waa iiitcinl- 
ed as a gilt and not as a loan ;but we blame 
Mr. VValkem for the precipitmcy witli 
which his Government ru.shed into ex- 

Eenditure on dock account at a time when 
e know that a question had arisen as to 
the nature of the Canadian advance. 

It now remains for the present Govern- 
ment to rescue tliu d(jck schonio from the 
nnfortuuato pligiit in whieii it was idaced 
by thoir pi-edecessors. Under no eirciiiii- 
^tancea should Canada bo abaolveil by 
this Government from her agieomeut to 
give 8250.000 towards a work so purely 
uiitioual in its character that the British 
Goverument in stipulating what its dimea- 
eions ahull be have doubled tin- oiigni.il es- 
timate of coat. If the British Governiuent 
should sen tit tu relieve Ciuada oi tlioio- 
sponsibiliiy and supid* the di lieieucy.uell 
and good. This Go.ernunint can do 
noithi r. The most ilistiogaished men in 
Grout Britain have approved of Capiain 
Colomb'a proposition that a dock ou tho 
We.itern i'acitic is an Imperial uoceshity; 
and wo may expect to lintl tlio iJiitiMli 
Government favoiably iuelined towards 
granting additional uid to secure tliu eui iy 
completion of an important public work 
iu wliieh they liiivo tuo largent interest. 
No time could possibly bo more oppor- 
tune than tho present for laying a stide- 
ment of our caHO bef'iro tho Liritiali Gov- 
ernment. With a w.ir raging in tho Jvist 
in which tho Mother Country may at any 
moment become involved; witli tho Pa 
cillo squadron on tho eve of being largely 
augmented ; and, in ease of war, willi the 
door <if evoiy neutral -JOit c lo e^l a[,';iiii-,t 
British ships, the OMtablishuieiil of u doc^k 
at Esquimau has become ii lieeessity — an 
"Imperial necessity;" and if the easo li - 
' properly placed before tho authorities at 
Dswning street that necessity must be at 
once recognized. Should the Govern- 
ment act promptly and enei gotically in 
this matter, and show that tho Province 
ia herself disposed to make pociiiiiiar.^ 
BacrificoB to secure the doek, we feel eon- 
lldent that a largo iiu;.;inontaiioii (jf the 
Imperial grant would bo immedialcly cou- 
.oeded ; or failing that, there would remain 
the nlternntivo of tho Province bonding 
over the site, tho roniont, the inaehiaery 
and tho colTerdam to tho I mpenal Ciov- 
ernmcnt and hMtvieg tho woi l: U) Iinpi rial 
hands to completi;. One thing llie (iov- 
erumont should iiol fisil to iMi|ire.^:i on tiio 
minds of EDfehshmen: that, although dis- 
posed to contribute to the extent of their 
means towards the construction of tho 
doclc, it is 'iltnily bovond the power of 
the Provincial linniiee-t to niiderliike it 
without more subslantial guarantees than 
have vet been extended to this weak and 
•truggliog community of less than 20,000 



DEUYED DISPATCHES. 

SOUTH AbIERICA. 
New YonK, June 13.— Cupt. Chaa. 
MacLeponvof the sbip^ GeDeva,6unl£ at 
Huauillos in the great earthquake on 

tlio Pncitio coast OQ-the' 9th ult., lins 
arrived. Ho says his «hip bocnmo en- 
t«ue;l('d with others Jier.r its tlioy toss- 
ed wildly iibout, crusliing ngninst oiieli 
other, sinking almost immediately in 
15 fathoms of water, On tlio first 
alarm he camo up from between decks. 
It Wftf? about half-past eight o'clock p. 
m. Thcro bad been several shocka iu 
tho previous twenty dnyn, but bo had 
finished Lis cargo of gunno and was 
expecting to sail next morning. Aside 
frotn the frightful rumbing sound his 
attention was arrested by the extraor- 
diunry pbouomeim of the mountain 
above being so much agitated thai 
groat rocks becaino dotacbed and roll- 
ed down toward tho aea, resoinblitig 
balls of liro. Tho water at the nu- 
chocago suddenly receded so that ships 
in 18 fathoms touched bottom. Tho 
Geneva too swung round at tho rate of 
S or ton knots an hour, in great cir- 
cles, until she struck against a rook 
that tore out part of her bottom. The 
ship wna forced violently iu an ojiiioslto 
direction and went down. Other vcs- 
si.'ls wore as violently driven aslicn'O. 
(JajU. McLeoon aaya it Reciued to him I 
from the stdphurous and eU clrioal ai - 
pearauco ot thii mountain that the vol- 
cano waa bursting out of its sides. 
Kocks were tumbling about with 
frightful noise and everything was 
lighted up. He thiuks tho damage to 
shipping was caused not so nundi by 
tho tidal wave as by the upward ruyli 
of water and rotary curroi ta, driving 
tlio ships repeatedly against each 
other. 

CANADA. 

Ni;w YoitK, Juno 15. — A dispatch 
from Montroid states that there is groat 
excitement at Oka in conaequenco of 
tho arrost of five Indians by the pro- 
vincial police. The rest of the tribe 
have armed themselves and threotened 
to kill tho police if any further at- 
tempts at nr;-csts are ijiade. 

The Catholic church at Oka was fired 
and destroyed this forenoon. 

MontweaIi, J une 15. — ^Fresh trouble 
between the Oka Indians and the 
church authorities is creating some ex- 
citement. The Beniiuary of .St. Sulpicu 
demanded of the Protestant Indians 
to remove a fence from across the 
road near Oka. Tho village Indians 
refused on the ground that it enclosed 
tho pasture, and they had been allow- 
ed to place it there of old. As tho 
soniiiuiry could make no agrceinout, 
the cdergy marlo infonnatiou at St. 
Hholastiqno.

cure him of a dislocated arm. Tho breach 
is that, iu carrying out thin coutiiict tho 
defoudaut coiulucloil liiuiHfli in iin ignor- 
ant, unskilful and neglig.iit manner.

Again, ovon from a duly educated re- 
gistered surgeon or physician more will 
bo exacted whore ho is Kurnniuded by tho 
moans which will ennb!" liini t'j cany w\it 
his profetsioual duty huccesbfully than 
If hen he is in a ulaeo where ho oaunot 
command those means or the necessary 
asHistanoe. 

These are elements to bo considered in 
determining whether th.To has beon ig- 
norance, utiskilfulness (ir iicgligeiice.

Improper 
treatment may sometimes amount to gross 
negligence, and render tho surgeon re- 
Bponsihlo, oven though ho he acting grn- 
tuitoufily ''beciiu-G his f-ituition nupiicH 
skill in Rurgory." Nay, hu much Inrtlior 
has this been carrieil, lluil dniy qnalilifd 
surgeons or medical men, where fr >n) 
improper tre.itment, deatli ensues, will ha 
held legally anienablo; while a ijersmi not 
properly fiHalilu;d, acting to the be t of 
his knowledge and judgment, and by mit- 
tako using iiiiprop( i- trcntinent, would not 
be responsible.

Lives I 



OREGON. 
Portland, June 19 — A speoial to the 

Oref/ouian dated WalluLi 18th, says: The 
Aliuota from Lowiston has just arrived 
and brings tho following ln<liaii news 
fsom Lewiston: -Tho Indiiins embracing 
Jo8ei)h"3 baud and tho S ilinon River In- 
dians wore assembled on Camas Piairio 
and were nuiking demonstrations of hos- 
tilities Friday morning news camo that 
Larry Ottnnd thirty other white men had 
been killed on Sidmon Rivor near the 
mouth of White Bird, and that tho set- 
tlors on Camas Praiiio had bccoino so 
much alarmed that tliey were gathering at 
Mount Idaho and asking for troops to 
come to their relief. Nu troops were or- 
dered on the request. At 5 p. m. on Fri- 
day an Indian mes:-aga came to tho ugou- 
oy with a letter from L. P. Browne to tho 
effect that the Indians male an attack 
upon tho settlers on tho prairio aed had 
killed Ben Noriou and shol hi-i wife, and 
broko both their legs; shot Mr, Mooro 
through tho hip,s, badly wounded Nor- 
ton's sou, aged eleven, and mortally 
wounded Mr. Day. They had attacked 
all tho teams on the road and forced the 
men to abandon them. At tho time of 
writing the Indians li."\(l possession of 
all Camas Prairio save Mount Idaho, and 
were tlireatoniiig an attack upon that. 
Lhotown domiindod immediaio aid be 
sent lo them. 

Juno 17, 5 p.m. — Rumors aro and have 
beon very conflicting. Many of them are 
very exagger*tcd. Tbo truth is bad 
enough to alarm tho whole country. Most 
roliaVilo information from Mount Idaho is 
as follows: Part of the Indians had gono 
to attack tho settlors on Salmon Rivor; 
part to a fortified plaoo on Cottonwood 
Creek below f^hapiuan's. Captain James 
Baker, Samuel Benedict, wife and four 
children, Harry Mason, Henry Elfrezand 
the Warrens oxpressmau had been killed 
on Salmon Rivor. A pack train of 40 
mules had boua attacked near Cold Spring 
and two white men killed. Two half-breeda 
Indians escaped and tho cargo was cap- 
tured. Indians and settlers were fight- 
ing below Chapman'si On Friday even- 
ing at 8 o'clock a military force of 100 
troops, 20 friendly Indians and soveral 
oitiKons left tho Lapwai garrison under 
command of Col. Perry for Mount Idaho. 
After the arrival of Col. Perr^ a despatch 
came to tho effect that he arrived at Mt. 
Idaho on Saturday moroiog and found 
the reports of killing true The troops 
were sent in purauit of the Indians, who 
had gone to Salmon rivor. Messages frem 
tho Kamia, brought also by Indian run- 
nern to tho Agency, stale that it had boon 
ascortninod that 20 whites had been kill 
ed BO far as known, Ihe whites had kill 
cd White Bird, the chief of his band, and 
his family. 

Still later— 6:30 p.m. —The troops with 
150 moo from Mount Idiiho oncountered 
tho Indians at tho liead of White Bird 
Canyon, Tho troojjs dismountHd and 
left a few soldiiirs and tho 20 friendly In- 
dian 4 to hold their horsos. The Indians 
opened fire on tho troops, and fighting 
conUnued for some time. The friendly 
Indians became alarmed, and the soldiers 
guarding the horses seeing that tho In- 
diaoH wero getting the bett of tho fight 
and soldiers retreating, thectizens, Capt. 
Sorgoant Lytle and on(i soldior wero 
known to bo killed and tho whole horse- 
guard of ludiaiiH and whites broke und 
ran, some for Mount Idaho and some for 
Lapwai, leaving the hornes to run loose 
over tho prairie. Those running to L ip- 
wai never slopped till they reached the 
post. The result of the fight is not known. 
Many of tho liousos on the prairio aro 
burned, 

8 a.m., Juno 18. — D. Miinroo arrived 
from the garrihon at balfpast two this 
morning and tolls us that a thir.l soldier 

had arrived at tho garrison last night from 
the fight and reported the troops on foot 
are snrrouudid by tlie Indians in the 
canyon, and in a hand to hand tight Col. 
Perry and about one half tho command 
are said to bo killed. The remainder wero 
surrounded iu the canyon and fighting 
ag.iinst odds when the fold'ors left. 'Ibo 
Mayor of I,owiston has t( legraphed for 
arms and amni u iiition . He s ly.s the In- 
dians hove massncred 3l) or 40 men, wo- 
men and children and tho work issiill go- 
iug on. He adds iu a P,S., Jiiiio 18,— 
Settlers on Pa'onso and Paradise Valley 
and from all tho country north of us aro 
flying iu here fur protection. Farojers 
are ail abitodouing their farms, stock and 
everything.
